Washington, Jan. 14. —, Farmers’ 


co-operative marketing in 1930 will 
be different from the past in that 
local and regional associations now. 
have an ‘opportunity to become part 
of a national movement and no longer 
have. to play a “lone hand,” said A. 
W. McKay, chief of the division of 
co-operative markéting Federal Farm 
Board, in a radio address as part cf 
the farm end home radio hour, 


“Formerly locals wére organized to 
meet.-local problems, without consid- 
eration of other -sections or of the. 
general marketing situation,”,. said 
Mr. McKay. 


The ‘speaker asserteq that at the’ 
end of 1929 there were 2,000,000 farm- 
ers organized in about 12,500 co-op- 
erative associatioris whose total an- 
nual business ..is _$2,500,000,000.- The 
co-operative movement has been ad- 
vancing slowly during the past five 
or sini years ‘~ contrast with the 
spectacular groth achieved during 
1920, 1921 end.

In 
reality, these splendid water-fowl 
breeding areas have proved to be 
ideal sanctuaries for the crows the 
past few years, and will remain s0 
while present conditions exist. So far 
little has been done to combat this 
new menace which endangers the 
very existence of our wild ducks. 
Competitions to encourage the de- 
struction of crows and magpies and 
their eggs_have been conducted the 
last few years by the provincial gov- 
ernment, fish and game associations, 
districts and  senerous- 
minded citizens. but the marauders 
are steadily increasing from year to 
year. These efforts, though well in- 
have been feeblo and half- 
the intensity of the problem. 


The provincial government is re- 


{sponsible for the administration of 


the game laws, and we must look to 


; that authority to act in the present 


crisis. Many thousands of dollars are 
annually received by the government 
from the sale of game bird licenses, 
and -it seems only reasonable that 
this money, or most of it, should be 
spent in an effort to restore the ducks 
to their former numbers. Otherwise 
this source of revenue will disappear. 
Many hunters the past season refused 
to pay the price of a license because 
of the scarcity of ducks. It has been 
rumored that the government realizes 
the seriousness of the situation and 
will, at the next session of the legis- 
lature, consider the matter of pay- 
ing a cash bounty on crows and mag- 
pies and their eggs. The government 
can rest assured that such a policy 
would be popular with the people, as 
well as a sound investment. But the 
amount paid would have to be sub- 
stantial to bring{ about satisfactory 
results. A bounty of from twelve to 
fifteen cents for each crow, and one 
cent per egg, during the months of 
April, May and June would bring 
out an army of boys to the rescue of 
the ducks.

In several cf the States it was 
found necessary to pay as much as 
twenty-five ceuts for the birds, and 


three cents for eges, before’ they 
were brought under control.
